EUROPE NEW MAP 
ABOUT COMPLETED 


GERMANY’S WESTERN FRONTIERS 
BORDERING ON FRANCE 18 
FIRST IN IMPORTANCE, 


WESTERN FRONT UNDER 3 HEADS 


New Line Will End Orley Coal Fields 
Where Germany Based Her Mill- 
tary Strength. 


Paris—A new map of Europe {fs 
taking form rapidly, and within a week 
the frontiers of the old states will 
largely be defined as they are to ap- 
pear in the peace treaty and the suc- 
cessive documents fixing territorial 
limits. 

First in importance is Germany’s 
western frontier bordering on France, 
which assumes international signifie- 
ance as a barrier against renewal of 
the present war. Owing to the issues 
involved, final determination of this 
question is left to the council of the 
freat powers, but in the meantime 
tentative plans have been well ad- 
vanced by the commission which co- 
ordinates reports on all frontier ques. 
tions. 

As it now stands, the western front. 
fer comes under three main heads — 
first, Alsace-Lorraine; second, the, 
great iron and coal regions, of Briey 
and the Saar valley, and, third, the ex. 
tensive strip of German territory lying 
on the west bank of the Rhine from 
the Palatinate northward. - 

With respect to Alsace-Lorraine 
the present temlency is to make ro 
cession of this seetion te France with- 
cut any coniition ef a ple te or 
otherwise, It is now occupied or by 
military forces under the armistice, 
and there is every indication the oeeu. 
pation will bee ome permanent, 

The Briey and Sxar valley sections 
are chiefly important as furnishing 
iron, steel and caal on which Ger. 
many’s mélitary power was based and 
it is believed the rev line will de- 
finitely put an eni to any further use 
of these sources of Gcrman power. 
Part of tre Briey and Saar sections 
will become French by the return of 
Lorraine,

He also is to arrange for relmburee- 
ment so far as possible as provided:

In making public the president's ex. 
ecutive order the focd administration 
announced that Edgar Richard and 
Theodore F. Whitmarsh, who have 
been directing the affairs of: the food 
administration during Mr, Hoover's ab 
sence in Europe, had been appointed 
by him joint directors in the United 
States of the newly created relief ad- 
ministration. 


VICTORY LOAN PASSES SENATE 


Bill Authorizes tive Secretary of the 
Treasury to Issue $7,000,000,000 
In Bonds, 


Washington. —The Republican fili- 
buster in the senate against the Vie- 
tory loan bill collapsed like a bubble 
and the bill was pa:sed without a roll 
call. The bill authorizes the secretary 
of the treasury to issue $7,000,000,090 
in bonds and certificates and to fix 
the rate of interest. 

Passage of the bill by the senate 
and the defeat of the fillbuster mean 
that President Wilson will nat be 
forced to call the sixty-sixth con 
gress in extra session until after nis 
return from Europe.

The deep unrest so em- 
phatically and s0 widely velced 
throughout the world is the most seri- 
ovs mennce to the future peace of 
every nation and of the entire world. 
Great problems face us, They canpot 
be put aside; they must be met end 
sulved with justice to all. 

“In the hope of stating the lines that 
wil best guide us tn their right solu- 
{tun the following prononaceiment is 
fssued by the Administrative Commit- 
tee of the National Catholic War Coun- 
cil, 


Repiacement of Men in Service. 


“The first problem in the process 
of recogstruction Is the Industrial re 
Piucement of the discharged’ soldiers 
wud sullors, The majority of these 
will undoubtedly return to their prevt- 
ous occupalions. However, a very 
large number of them will elther fod 
their previous places closed to then or 
will be enger te consider the possibility 
of more attractive employments. The 
most Important single measure for 
meeting tts situation that has yet 
been suggested fs the place:rnent of 
soch wep un farms. Several moncthe 
ago Secretary Lane recommended to 
Cougresy that returning soldiers and 
adilors should be given the opportunity 
to work ut good wages upon some part 
of the infltions upun aoulilions of acres 
of arid, swamp and cut-over timber 
lands {no order to prepare thera for cul- 
Uvation, Presidentg§Vilson, in his an- 
nual address to Congress, endorsed the 
proposal. As fast as this preliminary 
tusk has been performed the men 
should be assisted by governwent toans 
ty e¢Stubilsh themselves as farmers, 
either as owners or a8 tepanis having

Unfortunately there !s eome dan- 
ger that it will go out of existence or 
be greatly weakened at the end of the 
period of demobilization. It is the-ob- 
vious duty of Congress to continue and 
strengthen thig tmportant Inetitution.

Its solution requires the 
co-operation of many agencies and the 
use of many methods, but the primary 
and tndispensable instrument ts a na-

}and raised wages to decent levels in 


many different industries throughout 
the country. lItq main guiding princi- 
ples have beeu a family living wage 
for all male adult laborers, recognition 
of the right of labor to organize and to 
deal with employers through {ts chosen 
representatives and no coercion of non- 
union laborers by members of the un- 
loo. The War Labor Board ought te 
be continued in existence by Congress 
aud endowed with all the power for ef- 
fective action that it can possess under 
the Federal Constitution. The princi- 
ples, methods, machinery and results 
of this institution constitute a definite 
and far-reaching gain for social jus- 
tice. No part of this advantaze should 
be lost or given up in time of peace. 


Heuelng for Working Clasecs. 


“Housing projects for war workers 
which have been completed or almost 
completed by the Government of the 
United States have cost some forty 
million Gotlars and ere found tn eleven 
cities. While the Federal Government 
cannot continue this work {n time of 
peace, the example and precedent that 
it bas set and the experience and 
knowledge that !t has developed should 
not be forthwith neglected and lost. 
The great cities in which congestion 
and other forms of bad housing are 
disgracefully apparent ought to take 
up and continue the work at least to 
such an extent as will remove the 
worst features of a special condition 
that is a menace at once to industrial 
efficiency, civic health, good morals 
and religion. 


Social Insurance. 


“Un! the level of legal minimum 
wages Is reached the worker stands tn 
Heed of the device of insurance. The 
State should -nake comprehensive pro- 
vision for insurance against illness, in- 
validity, unemployment and old age. 
So far as possible the insurance fund 
shauld te raised by a levy on industry, 
as is now done fn the cage of accident 
compensation. The industry in which 
a man {8 employed should provide him 
with all that is mecessary to meet all 
the needs of his entire life. Therefore, 
any contribution to the insurance fund 
from the general revenues of the State 
should be only slight and temporary. 
For the same reason no contribution 
sbould be exacted from any worker 
who is not getting a higher wage than 
is required to meet the present needs 
of himself.and family. Those who are 


_below that level can make such a con- 


tribution only at the expense of their 
present welfare. Finally, the adminis- 
tration of the Insurance laws should be 
such as ¢o interfere as ttle as possible 
with the {ndividual freedom ef the 
worker und his family. 


A New Spleit a Vital Need. 
"<Soctety,’ said Pope Leo XIII, ‘can 
be healed in no other way than by a 
return to Christian life and Christian 
institutions,’ The truth of these words 


.{s more widely perceived to-day than 


when they were written, more than 
twenty-seven years ago, Changes in 
our economie and political systems 
wil} have only partial and feeble effi- 
ciency If they be not reinforced by the 
Christian view of work and Wealth. 

Neither the moderate reforms advo 
eated in this paper hor any other pro- 
gram of betterment or reconstraction 
will prove reasonably effective with- 
out a reform in the spirit of both labor 
and capital, The laborer must come to 
realize that he owes his employer and 
society an nonest day's work in return. 
for a fair wage and that conditions 
cannot be substantially improved unt!l 
he roota out the desire to get a maxi- 

mum of return for a minimum of serv- 

Ice. The capitaliat must likewise get a 
new viewpotnt. He needs to learn the 
loug-forgotten truth that wealth is 
atewardshtp, that profit-making ts not 
the basic justification of business en- 
terprise and that there are such things 
as fair profits, fair interest and fair 
prices. Above and before all, he must 
cultivate and strengthen within his 
mind the truth which many of his class 
have begun to grasp for the first time 
during the present war—namely, that 
the laborer fs a human being, not mere- 
ly an instrument of production and 
that the laborer’s right to a decent 
Uvellhoad fs the ‘first moral charge 
upon industry. The employer has a 
right to gét a reasonable living out of 
his business, but he hag no right to in- 
terest on his investment until his em. 
ployees have otitained at least Hyin; 

wages. This Is the human and Chris 

tlen tn contrast to the purely commer- 
celal and pagan ethics of industry.”

: Not a Bond jssue. 

Section 10 of Article 8 of the Con. 
stitution makes no provision for bond. 
Ing this State, borrowing money or 
lending its credit except for insurrec. 
tion and defense in case of war; now, 
we want to expand this section ta care 
for Good Roads and make Federal 
Ald in vast sums available to Michi- 
gan.

But the Income Tax men will not 
pull your door-bell or your coat-tails, 
according to the Collector's announce- 
ment. It ig squarely up to every fnd!- 
vidual to figure out his own case and 
to get busy If he comes within the 
scope of the new Revenue law. 


Did You Earn This Much? 

Every unmarried person who recetv- 
ed income averaging $19.25 a week 
during 1918 and every murried couple 
who joinily received income averaging 
$38.50 a week should secure at once 
from the nearest Deputy Collector or 
the nearest bank a blank Form 1040 A 
That form conta!ng the Information he 
will need to enable him to figure his 
correct net Income and any tax that he 
owes the Government. 

The law requires that every unmar- 
ried person who had a net income of 
$1,000 or over and every married per- 


son whose net Income was $2,000 or - 
over (including the income of husband ; 


or wife. and the earnings of minor 
children, {f any) must make a return 
on or before March 15th. And this re- 


quirement does not hinge on whether ° 


the person owes a tax. 


Taxable !tncome. 


An individual must include under 
gross income all ga‘ns, profits and In- 
come derived from salaries, wages, or 
compensation for personal service of 
whatever Kind and in whatever form 
paid, or from professions, vocations 
business, sales or dealings in property 
of all Kinds, interesi, rent, dividends. 
or profits derived from any source 
whatever, - Very few items of income 
are exempt. 

Deductions include ordinary and nec- 
essary bus vess expenses, interest pa'd 
ar accrued on Indebiedness, taxes of 
al) kinds except Federal income and 
excess profits faxes and assessments 
for tocal henetits. losses actually sus 
tained, debts ascertained to be worth 
jess. and depreciation on buildin: a, ma 
chinery, fixtures, etc., used in business, 
A further deduetion 's allowed for con- 
tributlons to corporations operated fer 
religious, charitable, scientific or . a 
cational purposes or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals to an 
amount not exceeding 15 per cent of 
the toxpayer’s net income as computed 
without the benefit of the contribution 
deduction. 

The taxpayer is not allowed to de- 
duct any personal, living or family ex- 
pense, any mmount spent fommproving 
property, or any expense of restoring 
property or making good its exhaus- 
{ion for which an allowance is celalined 
under depreciation. 


Figuring the Tax. 


Before fixurjng the normal tax the 
dividends are deducted as credits from 
net income, together with the persona! 
exemption, As In previous years, divi- 
dends of domestic corporations are ex- 
empt from normal tax when recelyed 
by the stockholder, 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents are as followa: On the 
first $4,000 of net income in excess of 
the credits the rate is 6 per cent; on 
any further taxable income the rate ts 
12 per cent, 

The surtrx rates apply to net in- 
come of each tndividual in excess of 
£5000. The personal ‘exemption and 
the dividends are not deductible before 
computing surtax, In the case of re- 
turnr by husband and wife, the pet 
income of each js considered separate- 
ly in computing any surtax that may 
he due. Form 1040 should be used for 
making returns of net Income exceed- 
ing $5,000, and the instructions on that 
form will show how to figure the gur- 
tax. 

Business House Returns. 

Employers and others who paid 
wages, salaries, rents, interest or slm- 


ilnr detemninable gains in an amount | 


of $1,000 or over during 1918 to any 
person must file an information return 
wlth the Government. Blanks may be 
secured from the Collector. 

Every partnership. must file a return 
showing its income and deductions and 
the name and address of each partner, 
with his share of the profits or losses 
during the past year. Personal service 
corporations will file similar jnforma- 
thon for 1918.

It is proposed to amend section 10 
Article X of the Constitution so that 
_‘The State may borrow not to exceed 
‘fifty million dollars for improvement 
of highways and pledging its credit 
and issuing bonds therefore on such 
terms as shall be provided by law.” 
You will note from the above that 
there is no intention of immediately 
issuing fifty million dollars worth of 
bonds, but the amendment simply 
provides ‘for the issuance of these 
bonds as they are needed, and by pro- 
per legislation designate the manner 
and times of issuing said bonds for 
actual road construction. 

House Bill No. 49, commonly 
known as the Aldrich Bill was unan- 
‘mously passed by the House and is 
now before the Senate. The bill pro- 
vides that the State and counties 
shall jointly furnish the money for 
‘mproving the trunk line highways, 
the State paying from fifty to ninety 
per cent of the cost. 

The amount paid by the State will 
be greater in the poorer counties and 
‘east in the richer counties. The plan 
provided in the Federal Aid Act of 
1917 has been followed except that 
the State will aid the poorer counties 
to a greater extent than under this 
law. 

The amount to be paid by the sev- 
2ral counties is in proportion to their 
valuation per trunk line mile, and will
